Whereas, Benjamin Hodges, and =. 
others, have petitioned to be incorporat- 
ed for the laudable purpose of affording 
relief to disabled Seamen, and to the. 
indigent Widows, and families of de- 
ceased Members and others; and of 
promoting a knowledge of navigation 
and trade to the Hast Indies. 

Sec. 1.—Be zt enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives in Gener- 
al Court assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, ‘That Benjamin Hodges, © 
Benjamin Carpenter, John Osgood, and 
Jacob Crowninshield, together with all 
others who now are, or hereafter may 
be associated with them, be, and they _

hereby are, constituted a body politic 
and corporate forever, by the name of 
The Salem East India Marine Society, 
and by that name may sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded, answer, and 
be answered unto, defend, and be de- 
fended, in all Courts and places what- 
soever, in all actions, real, personal, 

and mixed ; and the said Corporation 
shall have full power and authority to 
make, have and use a Common Seal, 


and the same to break, alter, and:renew | 


at pleasure, and shall have and enjoy, 


all the privileges and powers incident to. 


a Corporation. 
Src. 2.—Be it further enacted, That 


the said Corporation be, and the ; same. 
is hereby made capable in Law, of hav-_ 
ing and holding, by gift, grant, device, 


or otherwise, any Estate, real or person. | 


al, Provided, the same shall not exceed 
forty thousand dollars in value. 
Src. 3.—Be 7t further enacted, That 


the said Corporation may annually,: or i 
at any special meeting, called for the , 
purpose; elect all such officers, andmake, .

establish, and: put in. execution -such 
Bye-Laws, rulesand regulations, as to call- 
ing future meetings, the election and 
admission of Members, and the Gov- 
ernment thereof, as they shall judge to 
be necessary ; Provided, that the same 
shall inno respect be repugnant to the 
Laws and Constitution of this Common- 
wealth. f 

Src. 4.— And be it further enacted, 
That the aforenamed Benjamin Hodges, 
Benjamin Carpenter, and John Osgood, 
or any. two of them, be, and they here- 
by are authorized, by a notification un- 
der their hands, published in the Salem 
Gazette, three weeks successively, to 
call a meeting of the Members of said 
Society, to be holden at any suitable 
place in said Salem. 

Src. 5.—Provided, nevertheless, that 
the said Society, shall neither directly 
nor indirectly, deal, or trade in buying 
or selling any goods, wares or merchan- 
dize, or commodities whatsoever ; Pro- 
vided, also, no person shall be eligible 
as a member of said Society, unless such

BYE-LAWS. 


We the Subscribers, being fully con- 
vinced that advantages would result 
from a friendly association of such 

_ persons as have, or shall navigate in 
the Seas near or beyond the Cape of 

Good Hope or Cape Horn, either as 

Masters or Commanders of Ships, or 

as Factors or Supercargoes—have 

formed ourselves into a Society, by 
the name of The Salem East-India 

Marine Society, and do hereby agree 

to the following 

| ARTICLES. 

Art. 1.—Any person shall be eligible 
as a Member of this society, who shall 
have actually navigated the Seas near 
the Cape of Good Hope, or Cape Horn, 
eitheras Master or Commander, or (be- 
ing of the age of twenty one years) as 
Factor or Supercargo of any vessel be- 
longing to Salem—or, if resident in Sa- 
_ lem, of any vessel belonging to any port 
in the United States.

ART. 2.—The election of . Members 

shall be by ballot, and the votes of three- 
fourths of the Members present shall be 
necessary to admission; and no vote 
on the admission of a Candidate shall 
be taken at the same meeting at which 
he is proposed, unless for sufficient: rea- 
sons the President and Committee: shall 
direct it. 
_» Art, 3. ee htig. Soaieht shall have a 
President, a Committee of Observation, 
consisting of three Members, a'Treasur- 
er, an Inspector of the Journals, and a 
Secretary ; to be chosen by ballot an- 
nually, on the first Wednesday in Jan- 
vary ; and in case a vacancy shall take 
place in either of said. offices by death 
or otherwise, the Society at their next 
stated meeting shall fill the same for the 
residue of the year. 

ArT. 4.—The President shall preside 
at all. meetings, receive and sign all 
communications, and direct the execu- 
tion of all orders of the Society ; and no 
publication shall be made of any of its 
doings without the consent of the Pres- 
ident or a vote of the Society. 
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Art. 5.—The Committee of observa- 
_ tion, with the consent of the President, 
shall purchase such Books of History, 
of Voyages and Travels, and of Navi- 
gation, as they may think useful to the 
Society, shall inspect the records of the 
Society, and in the absence of the Pres- 
ident at any meeting, the senior mem- 
ber of this Committee who may be pres: 
ent, shall preside. 

Art. 6—The Treasurer shall keep a 
true and full account of all monies re- 
ceived and paid on account of the Soci- 
ety, and of all property of whatever 
name, belonging to’ the Soviety, and 
shall give bond to the satisfaction of the 
President and Committee for the faith- 
ful discharge of his trust, and annually 
submit his accounts to the inspection of 
the President and Committee for settle: 
ment, and such settlement shall be sign: 
ed by the President and laid before the 
Society at their ammuaal meeting im Janu- 


Art. 7.—The Inspector of the Jour- — 
nals shall receive from the members, the 
B

Journals of their respective voyages, 
which he shall arrange and keep in the 
Library of the Society, for the use of 
the members, under such regulations as 
the President and Committee may di- 
rect. He shall also record in Books to 
be kept for the purpose, such communt- 
cations as the President and Committee 
may think useful to Navigation. 

Art. 8.—The Secretary shall furnish 
every member with a printed copy of 
the Bye-Laws and Regulations, and shall 
notify the members of the time of meet- 
ing, by leaving a written or printed no- 
tification at their respective dwellings, 
at least one day previous to the meeting. 
He shall also record in books to be bept 
for that purpose, all transactions of the 
Society ; and shall receive and deliver 
to the Treasurer, the sums due from the 
members for their admission, assessments 
and fines. 

ArT. 9.—The Society shall meet six 
times in a year, namely, on the first 
Wednesday in each of the months of 
January, March, May, July, September, 
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and November, at such hour as the Pres- - 
ident may direct. 

Art. 10,—Each member at his admis- 
sion shall pay to the Society the sum of 
twenty five dollars, and the further sum 
of fifty cents at each stated meeting for 
the term of twelve years from his admis- 
sion, when this assessment shall cease. 

Art. 11.—Any member duly warned,, 
who shall neglect to attend at the time 
and place appointed for ameeting, un- 
less prevented by absence from town, 
or sickness, or unless he shall offer some 
excuse, which shall be accepted by the 
President and Committee, shall pay -a 
fine of twenty five cents to the Society. 

Art. 12.—The President and Com- 
mittee shall provide a convenient place 
for the meeting of the members, and 
for the safe keeping of the Books, Pa- 
pers, Charts, Curiosities, and other prop- 
erty of the Society. 

Art. 13.—The Members shall collect 
such useful publications, or articles of cu- 
riosity,as they think will be acceptable to 
the Society, either as donations thereto,

or to be held in their own private right 
for the temporary use of the Society, 
under. such terms as may be agreed on 
with the President and Committee. 

| ArT. 14.—Every member bound to 
sea, shall receive a Blank Journal from — 
the Secretary, in which he shall enter 
the oecurrences of his voyage, and par- 
ticularly his observations of the varia- 
tion of the compass, bearings and dis- 
tances of Capes and head-lands, of the 
latitude and longitude of Ports, Islands, 
Rocks, and Shoals, and of Soundings, 
Fides and Currents, and on his return 
shall deliver the same to the Inspector of 
the Journals for the use of the Society. 

Art. 15.—The President and Com- 

mittee may order a public dinner to be 
provided for the Members annually, at 
such time and place as they shall think 
best; and the expences shall be paid by 
such members as are notified to attend, 
except such as shall, ten days at least 
before the time appointed, signify in_ 
writing to the Secretary their intention 
not to partake of the same, and also, 
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such as shall be excused by the Presi- 
dent and Committee. 

Art. 16.—Every member who shall 
have been within this Commonwealth, 
and have neglected to pay his assess- 
ments for two years—or, within the 
United States, and have neglected the 
same for four years, and after an ac- 
count of such assessments shall have 
been delivered to him, or who. shall 
in any way disturb the harmony of the 
Society, shall be liable to be expelled 
therefrom, by the votes of three fourths 
of the members present. But no expul- 
sion shall take place at the same meet- 
ing at which it is proposed, nor until the 
member complained of shall have been 
notified of the same, which shall be done 
by delivering him a written notification 
signed by the Secretary, or leaving the 
same at his usual place of abode, at least 
one month previous to the vote being 
taken. i | 

- Arr. 17.—If, any member, by ship- 
wreck, capture, or other unavoidable 
misfortune become unable to pay his 
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assessments, all demands upon him may 
be suspended, at the discretion of the 
President and Committee. 

Art. 18.—The Capital Stock 66 the 
Society shall be invested under the di- 
rection of the President and Committee, 
in the Stock of some incorporated com- 
panies, or in the public funds—or let at. 
interest on bond or mortgage of land 
within the town of Salem, of at least dou- 
ble the amount, and free from all incum- 
brances. 

Art. 19.—The Widows and Chil- 
dren of deceased members, or should 
there not be such, their parents, who. 
may need assistance, shall be entitled to 
receive a proportion of the interest of 
the Society’s funds, annually, not ex- 
ceeding one quarter part, at the discre- 
tion, and under the direction of the Pres- 
ident and Committee. And if any 
member should need assistance, it may 
be granted from the funds of the Socie- 
ty, or by private donations, as the So- | 
elety may direct. 

> Arr. 20geaie prevent injuries from. 
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unfounded charges of misconduct in 
foreign voyages, the Society shall on 
application of any member who may 
conceive himself thus charged, institute 
an enquiry by a special Committee of 
five persons to be chosen by ballet, who 
shall report the result thereof; and if 
two thirds of the members present are 
of opinion that the charges are unfound- 
ed, the person applying shall be entitled 
to a certificate of the same, signed by 
the President, and countersigned by the 
Secretary. 

Art. 21.—Politics shall not on any 
occasion be introduced into the Society. 

ArT. 22.—No new Bye-Law shall be 
binding on the Society, until it shall 
have been reported at one of the stated 
meetings by a Committee chosen at 
some previous meeting for the purpose. 
The votes on each article shall be taken 
seperately by ballot ; and the names of 
the voters, with the number of votes for 
and against the same, shall be entered 
onthe books of the Society; and it 
shall be binding when a majority of all 
the members shall have approved of it.
